Toyota plant’s 
expansion good 
for region 

At a time when the economy still feels 
shaky, it’s reassuring to see signs that Ken¬ 
tucky’s auto industry is more solid than 
ever. 

Toyota’s announcement last week that it 
will begin making Lexus sedans for the first 
time in this country in Kentucky in 2015 is 
big news. 

Toyota’s $531 million investment (offset 
by a promised $146.5 million in state tax 
incentives) will create 750 new jobs at the 
Georgetown plant, bringing total employ¬ 
ment to 6,739. 

Because the expansion will require a new 
assembly line, the spin-off benefits for auto 
parts makers in Kentucky could be substan¬ 
tial. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, who met with top 
Toyota officials late last year in Japan, said 
economic development legislation enacted 
in a 2012 special session to help Ford ex¬ 
pand in Louisville also helped seal the Toy¬ 
ota deal. 

While it makes sense for the Japanese au¬ 
tomaker to build its vehicles closer to where 
they’re going to be marketed, the decision to 
expand at Georgetown also is a vote of con¬ 
fidence in Toyota’s Kentucky work force. 

And it’s not the first. Toyota announced 
plans last year to increase engine production 
at the Georgetown plant. 

Toyota and its workers have weathered 
some ups and downs in the last few years, 
some of them self-inflicted. It’s good to see 
the rebounding company’s partnership with 
Kentucky remains strong.

past 25 years 
and maybe it’s 
my fault. The 
lava lamp manu¬ 
facture never re¬ 
plied to my one 
email. 

I wanted to 
buy a junked air¬ 
craft carrier and 
place it on Skin¬ 
ner Hill and turn 
it into a hotel. 
(You don’t know 
Skinner Hill be¬ 
cause it’s a hill I 
re-named in my 
own mind). 

I was told that it would be too 
costly to move an aircraft carrier 
to Grant County even if it was 
sailed up the Mississippi and Ohio 
River. So, I agreed that a battle¬ 
ship would work but just not as 
well. 

I even had the contact for pur¬ 
chasing aircraft carriers and bat¬ 
tleships, American, Russian and 
from other countries. 

Indeed, my hotel plan was ag¬ 
gressive and hugely visionary, but 
so were the St. Lewis Arch, the 
Golden Gate Bridge, Mt. Rush- 
more, Williamstown’s Gazebo and 
other such now iconic landmarks!

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Don’t msh the 
summer vegetable garden 

I am heading to Boulder, Colorado for a 
Slow Money National Gathering Confer¬ 
ence and at writing they are melting a re¬ 
cord April snowfall; a warming trend occurs 
before my arrival, thank goodness. The cold 
spring met with a blizzard in my destination 
that is the one opportunity I have to get away 
for some continuing education this year does 
not sit well. 

While there is much to be done in the 
spring garden and the surrounding landscape, 
the cool season has helped to slow the some- 
times-frenetic pace. I am so not ready to get 
any summer vegetables in because it is simply 
too cold yet. Plus, we must consider the soil 
temperature, summer crops will not germi¬ 
nate by seed nor will there roots thrive in cold 
soils. Hold off on the tomatoes a bit longer if 
you do not want them to languish. 

Two things that can set you back in the veg¬ 
etable garden from the start: poorly prepared 
soil and seedlings set out too early. Soil tem¬ 
perature has a great deal to do with how well 
your crops germinate, establish and produce. 

Since we don’t live in the soil (for some of 
us I suppose this could be debated) we are not 
as tuned in to the importance of soil tempera¬ 
ture; sure, we know ambient air temperature 
and once it is above 65 degrees something in 
our brains is triggered and we want to start 
our vegetable garden straight away...be pa¬ 
tient for some crops. 

Cool season crops are out: potatoes, on¬ 
ions, leeks and some greens. But it is still too 
early for tomatoes, cucumbers, beans, squash 
and other summer crops. 
Certain seeds simply will 
not germinate until soil 
temperatures reach 70, 80 
or 90 degrees. 

Since tomatoes are like¬ 
ly the most popular sum¬ 
mer vegetable (and the one 
that typically gets planted 
too early in some gardens) 
this example may be use¬ 
ful. Tomatoes are picky 
about soil and ambient air 
temperature. Research 

conducted by the USDA- 
Agricultural Research 

Station in Urbana, Illinois 
revealed some interesting 
facts. Anything below 55 
degrees screws up the circadian clock of the 
plant. 

Keep your 
plants warm 

Once the circadian clock is discombobu- 
lated the tomato’s ability to photosynthesize 
during the day and process the starch into 
sugar at night is delayed within the regular 
24-hour cycle of the day. The photosynthetic 
metabolism of a plant that has been subjected 
to nighttime temperatures below 50 degrees 
starts to photosynthesize later in the day and 
the processing of the starch starts later in the 
night and the whole cycle gets displaced to 
the point that the plant languishes. 

One sign of cold stress for a tomato plant 
is purple-tinged leaves, I have had plants 
with purple tinged-leaves...they look robust 
and healthy but they never produced much. 
It seems, too, that temperatures below 55 
degrees also renders the pollen of a tomato 
flower useless (high heat will do this, too)... 
no fertilization of the flower, no tomato. 

The reality is that gardeners are excited 
to get gardening in the spring so how do we 
effectively get everything we want and ear¬ 
ly start, healthy plants and a good harvest. 
There are ways to plant early and ensure that 
you keep your plants warm. Heat the soil, 
first, by putting down black plastic. Use a 
cleverly constructed cold frame system out 
of some household items. You can create your 
own “wall-of -water” heating device by fill¬ 
ing gallon jugs with water and lashing them 
together in a circle around your plants (or you 
can buy the pre-made plastic “wall-of-water” 
device). The water will heat during the day 
and release the warmth overnight, keeping 
your tomato plant warm.

I’ll be honest, 
I struggled with this in my valley. But 
God reminded me through the 23rd 
Psalm that the valley is always tempo¬ 
rary. As I looked at all of the heroes of 
the Bible, I saw many valleys, but God 
always led them through the valley. It 
was always temporary! 

Even if a health valley ends in physi¬ 
cal death, for followers of Jesus, it’s not 
the end! That valley ends at physical 
death and eternal life with Him begins! 
No more valleys! Ever! 

Remember, valleys are always tem¬ 
porary. 

The other thing that God taught me in 
that horrific valley was that I was never 
alone. Again, David says in that famous 
psalm that even in the valley he would 
“fear no evil, for You are with me.” This 
is a promise that God has made to His 
people throughout the Bible. He has 
said over and over again, “I will never 
leave you or forsake you.” It was in my 
valley that I was reminded of His pres¬ 
ence. And He will be there for you in 
your valley. Just call to Him! 

Remember, your valley is not perma¬ 
nent. And you don’t have to be alone. 
Bring on the valleys!

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person 
or sending a letter or other written petition stating the 
reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the 
taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 
The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no 
later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals.

Wade Gutman, Grant County 
Chamber of Commerce director, de¬ 
scribed the center as “a good partner¬ 
ship.” 

“The county realizes there’s a need 
for it,” he said about the center. “It 
makes it hard to recruit business or 
any kind of industry when you don’t 
have a trained, educated workforce. 
So, that’s important for the economic 
value of the county. The lower we 
get the unemployment rate by getting 
these people trained and educated and 
back to work, the better off our econ¬ 
omy will be.” 

The project was initiated through 
a partnership between Gateway Com¬ 
munity and Technical College, One 
Stop Northern Kentucky, Brighton 
Center and United Way of Greater 
Cincinnati. 

Discussion about the project began 
a couple years ago and stemmed from 
the United Way’s Grant County Lead¬ 
ership Committee. 

Williamstown Independent Super¬ 
intendent Sally Skinner, chairperson 
of the committee, said data from the 
2000 U.S. Census was analyzed and 
the group discussed what was the best 
use of funds raised from United Way’s 
annual campaign in the county. 

“What it boiled down to was work¬ 
force development,” she said. 

Gateway Community and Techni¬ 
cal College is responsible for the edu¬ 
cational component, including GED 
preparation/testing, assessment, eval¬ 
uation and referral services. 

Gateway Community College’s 
Adult Education program currently 
does not have sufficient space to meet 
the demand for their services. 

The program is being housed in one 
room behind Grant County Middle 
School, in a building owned by Grant 
County School District. 

“We have the proverbial one-room 
schoolhouse,” said Amelia Cloud, 
program coordinator for Grant County 
Adult Education. “We can only do one 
thing at a time. If I have a class going 
on, I can’t have anything else. People 
can’t do testing. We will put people 
(in the back office) to test, but we’ve 
got the copier, the bathroom, the stock 
room, the files, phones ringing. It’s not 
a good testing environment.” 

Along with a classroom for future 
Gateway Community College classes, 
Adult Education will have two 24- 


desk classrooms, a testing computer 
lab and the program’s office. 

Cloud said the program’s goal is to 
serve about 350 people annually. 

However, she realistically tries to 
aim for a minimum of 227, including 
teaching inmates twice a week at the 
Grant County Detention Center. 

Numbers are likely to increase, 
however, by providing two new ser¬ 
vices at the new center. 

Williamstown-Grant County Head 
Start/Preschool will provide free on¬ 
site childcare for families while they 
are accessing services and Senior Ser¬ 
vices of Northern Kentucky will of¬ 
fer free transportation to and from the 
center. 

“Everything will contribute to us 
being busier,” Cloud said. “Once we 
can get the word out that they can get 
transportation and childcare will be 
taken care of, those barriers will be 
reduced. United Way was also able to 
get a company to write a grant for us 
to provide free scholarships so people 
can have the (GED) test for free (for 
Grant County residents.)” 

Cloud said she will also try to of¬ 
fer evening programs for students, if 
needed, at the new location. 

“We’re not just helping people who 
need a GED,” she said. “We’re help¬ 
ing people prepare for college and 
then start taking college classes. Then, 
we’ll help them get a job.” 

The Brighton Center in the One 
Stop Northern Kentucky, which 
opened in Grant County in 2011 in 
response to the significant community 
need, will provide integrated employ¬ 
ment, training and support services. 

They are temporarily being loaned 
space at the Grant County Courthouse, 
offering an array of employment and 
financial services, including job 
matching services, home ownership 
and foreclosure prevention classes and 
free income tax assistance. 

The program also provides services 
to employers by posting jobs, con¬ 
ducting prescreening and providing a 
site for interviews. 

In March, 719 people were served 
at the center, according to Katrina Har- 
ris-Greene, workforce development 
specialist for the Brighton Center. 

The move will allow Harris-Greene 
to offer services five days a week when 
the center opens instead of Monday 
through Wednesday. 

“It will be a much easier place for 
job seekers and employers to access,” 
she said. “We’ll have a larger facility 


to hopefully serve more people. And, 
it will be good to be housed under one 
roof with the other agencies.” 

United Way of Greater Cincinnati 
is responsible for project coordination 
and will serve as a primary funder for 
associated support services. 

“United Way is very excited about 
what the Grant County Career Ad¬ 
vancement Center will mean for Grant 
County,” said Joanna Surgener of 
United Way of Greater Cincinnati. “It 
will better prepare our workforce to 
fill jobs - jobs that already exist in the 
county and jobs that will be coming 
soon.” 

The goal is to improve the intensi¬ 
ty, accessibility and scale of existing 
services, beginning with GED com¬ 
pletion through services designed to 
prepare more individuals to be col¬ 
lege and career ready. 

The partners are leasing the 9,000 
square foot space in Dry Ridge with 
an option to purchase the space with¬ 
in the next three years. 

The building is undergoing ma¬ 
jor renovations in order to meet the 
needs of this project. 

The total project budget is esti¬ 
mated at $558,000 with capital ex¬ 
penditures making up 65 percent of 
the budget and programming and 
other associated costs accounting for 
35 percent. 

“The Grant County Leadership 
Committee is actively raising funds 
for this project because there is still 
a funding gap,” said Correy Eimer 
of United Way of Greater Cincinnati. 
“We would like to thank the organiza¬ 
tions that have already made financial 
contributions in support of this effort, 
including the R.C. Durr Foundation, 
The Bank of Kentucky, Cummins 
Inc., Citi and Vision 2015, and we 
encourage others to consider invest¬ 
ing in Grant County’s workforce by 
supporting this project.” 

Several properties were looked 
at for the center, including the Dry 
Ridge Outlet Center, but Skinner said 
the JMB Center provided enough 
space and allowed for an opportunity 
to rent to own. 

“My hope would be that this 
would have a huge impact on the 
socio-economic situation in our com¬ 
munity,” she said. “In order to attract 
businesses to our area and for there to 
be jobs for our people, they need to 
know the workforce here is up to the 
kind of standards that employers are 
looking for.”

“Out of the 20 ranked schools, three are from 
Northern Kentucky; Ryle, Beechwood and Wil¬ 
liamstown. This is a huge accomplishment for 
our high school and entire district as it takes all 
hands on deck to receive this kind of recogni¬ 
tion,” she said. 

The publication evaluated more than 21,000 
public high schools in 49 states and the District 
of Columbia. 

Schools were awarded gold, silver or bronze 
medals based on state proficiency standards, 
how well they prepare students for college, and 
other factors primarily for the 2010-11 school 
year. 

Nationally, only 2 percent were awarded 
gold, 7 percent awarded silver and 13 percent 
bronze. Seventy-eight percent of the evaluated 
schools did not receive medals. 

There are four gold medal schools, 16 silver 
medal schools and 38 bronze medal schools in 
Kentucky. 

Kentucky’s highest-ranked high school was 
duPont Manual High School in Louisville. 

Williamstown High School, which jumped 
from 1,940 to 1,398 in national rankings, was 
given a silver medal for the second consecutive 
year. 

“I was very excited to see our name there at 
number 11,” said WHS Principal Dave John¬ 
stone. “There is a tremendous commitment 
by the staff for excellence. The students have 
bought in and the results are gratifying.” 

Johnstone said the small size of Williamstown 
allows teachers to get to know students well over 
their high school career, said Johnstone. 

As a result, the teachers build a rapport with 
their students and know their strength and weak¬ 
nesses. 

“The students know that the teachers care 
about them,” he said. “When they take the time 
to help them, they respond positively. That is 
played out by higher achievement and test scores. 
Of course, all of this is backed up by some ex¬ 
cellent teaching, which challenges the students 
to excel. It’s just a very healthy climate where 
young people feel safe to do well in school.” 

Grant County High School, which has more 
than twice the enrollment, was recognized with 
a bronze medal last year. 

However, they went unranked without a med¬ 
al rating in this year’s rankings. 

This is the third time Williamstown High 
School has been recognized by U.S. News, hav¬ 
ing received a bronze medal rating several years 
ago. 

“Congratulations to administrators, teachers, 
support staff, students and families!” Skinner 
wrote in an e-mail to faculty, staff and school 
board members announcing the honor. “Recog¬ 
nitions such as this do not come easy and are 
indeed a team effort.”

‘We have always run and we will always run’ 

Sarah Dills hasn’t been running long. 

She didn’t even consider herself a runner until two weeks ago. 

As she learned of the bombings at the Boston Marathon, she was sad, but 
resolved. 

“Before then as people found out I was training to run the Flying Pig 
they’d say, ‘you’re a runner?’ and I’d always so no,” she said. 

But watching those runner cross that finish line and knowing what’d they 
gone through to get there, I did feel a sense of unity,” she said. 

She shared her thoughts about the bombing on her blog, www.mylifewith- 
outmanicures.com/blog. 

“All I’ve heard on the news is how attacks like this are meant to instill fear 
and terror in their subjects... Weill, this lunatic targeted the wrong group of 
people. We are runners! We have always run and we always will run,” she 
wrote.

The one thing that Sarah 
Dills hated as a soccer player is 
the one thing that she’s fallen 
head over heels for. 

Despite the aching muscles, 
painful blisters and frigid ice 
baths that she’s endured the 
past four months since she 
began training to run the 15 th 
Annual Flying Pig Marathon on 
May 5 in Cincinnati, Dills 
knows the thrill of finishing the 
26.2 mile marathon will be 
worth it. 

“When I played soccer in 
high school and had to go out 
for conditioning and run a mile, 
it was brutal,” she said, with a 
smile. 

Dills moved to Grant County 
in 2003 after graduating from 
the University of Kentucky and 
for the first time she joined a 
gym. 

But it wasn’t until 2007 after 
she married Grant County 
Sheriff Chuck Dills and became 
a step-mother to his two sons 
that she took up running. 

“When Brennan joined cross 
country it was something that 
he and I could do together and I 
really liked that. We’d go out 
and run maybe three miles,” she 
said. 

In 2008, Dills gave birth to a 
daughter and said she had trou¬ 
ble losing her baby weight. 

“I just wasn’t healthy, so on 
New Year’s Day 2010,1 decid¬ 
ed I’d get into shape,” she said. 

Dills was working for Home 
Trends Magazine at the time 
and one of the team building 
exercises she participated in for 
staff was to set three personal 
goals for the coming year with 
the three steps to make it hap¬ 
pen. 

“I wrote down that I wanted 
to run a marathon,” she said. “A 
few years later I found that list 
and decided that even though I 
didn’t do it when I set out to, I 
could still do it,” she said. 

In June 2010, she began 
training in earnest and ran 13.1 
miles in the Sun Burst Half 
Marathon at Notre Dame in 
Notre Dame, Ind. 

She wanted to keep running 
but became pregnant with 
twins. 

Following their birth in 


2011, she decided to begin 
training again. 

In Jan. 2012, she suffered a 
sports hernia in her groin, which 
stopped her from running for 
two months. She began training 
again in August and rain in the 
Disney World Wine and Dine 
Half Marathon in Florida. 

The race course was spread 
throughout the theme park and 
Disney characters cheered on 
participants. 

She and her daughter, 
Bianca, entered the Kids Fun 


Run, a 200-yard dash. 

“We’d gone not far when she 
looks up at me and said, 
‘mommy I’m tired.’ I said look 
Bianca there’s Mickey at the 
finish line and it was like a 
burst of adrenaline because she 
took off and ran to him,” Dills 
said. 

When Dills crossed the fin¬ 
ish line that day, she said she 
wanted to fall over. 

“I even said I didn’t know 
how people ran a full mara¬ 
thon,” she said. 


A few months later she had 
what she calls a “now or never” 
moment when she decided that 
she’d start training to run a full 
marathon. 

“I just got it into my head 
that I could do this,” she said. 
“I kept thinking I’m not getting 
any younger so I better do it.” 

She first contacted a group 
of local runners about how to 
begin preparing for the grueling 
event. 

“They were so helpful and 
so supportive, but they’re fast 
and I’m not,” she said candid- 

iy- 

She opted to join a group out 
of Newport that meets on 
Tuesday night and Saturday 
mornings, which offer coaches 
for runners of various paces. 

“I was nervous that first day 
because it was kind of like the 
first day of school,” she said. 
“You don’t know anyone and 
will they like me is on your 
mind.” 

What Dills found were peo¬ 
ple willing to partner with her 
to keep her focused so that she 
would crawl out of warm bed 
on a freezing cold Saturday in 
January and run for five miles. 

She said the longer she ran, 
the more she got to know her 
running partners and learned 
that they were there for each 
other. 

“One Saturday in February 
they were forecasting a blizzard 
and telling people to stay home, 
but I knew my group would be 
counting on me to be there,” 
she said. “When I got out of 
bed, Chuck looked and me and 
said that I had lost my mind.” 

Dills said she drove up 
Interstate-75, which was cov¬ 
ered in snow and ice. Her car 
slid a few times, but she kept 
going. 

“As I was driving I decided 
that I was crazy,” she said. 

But when she got to the 
meeting spot, there was the 
group, all of them, ready to run 
10 miles. 

“So we ran through Ft. 
Thomas in a foot of snow, 
which is one of the craziest 
things I’ve ever done,” she 
said. 

She’s had her struggles with 
her decision to train for her first 
marathon. There’s leaving her 


family behind on weekends, 
working her photography busi¬ 
ness around the training and 
family and then the sore feet, 
blisters, cramps and body aches. 
After she spends most of 
Saturday in training, she’ll sit 
for several hours in an ice bath 
to relieve the pain. 

She’s learned to pack water, 
energy bars, salt tablets, pain 
reliever and even anti-diarrheal 
pills with her as she runs. 

The running group also has a 
support system that sets up sta¬ 
tions along the race route that 
offers water, sports drinks, 
cookies, music and encourage¬ 
ment. 

“One guy has a table and 
puts a spread on of orange slic¬ 
es, chocolate chip cookies and 
stuff. It’s like a buffet,” she 
said. 

So far, she’s run 22 miles, 
the most she’ll run before the 
actual race. 

“When I finished that last 
mile, I felt great,” she said. 

She expects to complete the 
Flying Pig in five hours, but 
that’s not what pushes her. 

“I want to show my kids that 
anything is possible if you work 
for it,” she said. “I feel like this 
generation doesn’t have the 
work ethic, especially in an age 
of technology and instant grati¬ 
fication, so I want them to see 
that things aren’t handed to 
you, you have to work for the 
things you want.” 

She plans to take some time 
off after the Flying Pig and pos¬ 
sibly to train to run in the Walt 
Disney Marathon. 

“But that will have to be a 
family decision because I now 
realize what a commitment this 
is,” she said. 

There are several other run¬ 
ners from Grant County who 
will be participating in the 
Flying Pig, including Dills and 
two others that attend church at 
Williamstown United Methodist 
Church. 

She may not win the Flying 
Pig, but she’s OK with that. 

“My house might be a mess 
and my kids might be messy, 
but I’m happy,” she said. “And 
it doesn’t matter how long it 
takes me to cross that finish 
line, I’m going to finish and 
that’s what is important.”

The Biggest Winner (BW) is the healthy 
competition organized by the local, non-profit 
organization, Fitness For Life Around Grant 
County (FFLAG,) to improve the health and 
health-awareness of Grant County’s citizens. 

The contest has been held during the 
month of April for the last eight years. 
Competitors attend numerous exercise classes 
from Arthritis Foundation Exercise to Zumba 
Fitness and healthy lifestyles classes from 
diabetes to vegetarianism. The goal is to have 
Grant Countians have healthier lifestyles and 
curb the current obesity crisis. 

At Willi amstown’s annual Derby Day 
Festival, which will be May 4, FFLAG also 
hosts the annual Derby Dash 5K mn/walk, 
which is in its ninth year. 

“I think that Biggest Winner is a good 
thing, it’s for a good organization and for $10, 
they give you a $15 T-shirt, they give you a 
bag, you go to the gym and work out for 30 
days and it doesn’t cost you nothing. I mean, 
for ten bucks, that’s cheap. That’s how I got 
started at the gym. Those people at that gym. 


They’re just a big family. They are so nice to 
you. They joke and cut up and kid with you,” 
Spillman said. 

When he joined BW, Spillman weighed 
289 pounds. 

“I lost 18 pounds and 12 percent body fat. 
So I thought I done pretty good. So I just kept 
staying on my diet and worked out,” he said. 

Walking through the cemetery, Spillman 
pauses at the gravesites of his mother and 
father. His parents rest, overlooking the next 
hill, where their farm was located. Most days, 
he will stop at the bench near their graves¬ 
ites. 

“Every time I walk out here I usually sit 
down there and meditate for 10 or 15 minutes, 
be with my mom and dad.” I’m 71 years old, 
but I don’t think you ever get over losing your 
family,” he said. 

Family is important to Spillman. He walks 
and talks with loving pride of his wife, chil¬ 
dren, grandchildren and friends, even noting 
his best friend who is buried along the trek in 
the grave yard. 

“He died at 52 (of a heart attack). We was 
the same age,” Spillman said. 

His mom died at 62 and his dad died at 74 


of cancer. 

“So, I go get a colonoscopy every three or 
four years and get everything checked and 
thank the good lord I don’t have any cancer 
yet.” 

But, sometimes he can overdo the work¬ 
outs. 

“Three weeks ago, that leg went out from 
under me, I walked on cmtches for two days.” 
That was when his trainer at the gym told him 
he was doing too much. He dropped his four- 
mile a day treadmill, going back to his regular 
six to eight mile walking days with weight 
training during the week. 

His day begins with a walk to Williamstown 
School and back. 

“Believe you me, that doggone hill there 
is steep!” As he walks, he uses his stick. 

There’s a story about the stick. It was 
given to him by Dr. Dari Shipp’s father, John 
Shipp, because of his ability to drop tobacco 
sticks quickly. 

“He (John) called me one day to come 
help cut tobacco. I was dropping sticks but 
Shipp could not keep up with me so he told 
me to take the stick because when I got his 
age, I was gonna need it,” Spillman said. 


He estimates the stick is at least 50 years 
old. 

Unfortunately, while trying to develop a 
healthy lifestyle, he’s had some bmshes with 
mdeness. One girl, talking or texting on her 
cellphone while driving, ran him up the side 
of hill. Another day, a couple of boys threw 
pennies at him. 

“I picked up 22 of them. I waved my stick 
and told them to come back because I wanted 
to give them their change, but they just kept 
going,” he said. 

It didn’t stop his quest for better health 
and he continues the daily trek. 

“A lot of days I make myself walk. You 
can ask Billie that works down to the gym, a 
lot of days I can’t hardly walk when I get 
there, but I go ahead and do it. Cause Gary 
(Melton, his doctor) told me down there three 
years ago, ‘in five years, Norma will be push¬ 
ing you around in a wheel chair.’ I told him 
no, not me. Sol got two more years to prove 
him wrong. So I’m going to keep walking,” 
he said. 

And so he does, 56 pounds lighter, walk¬ 
ing stick in hand; continuing on his journey to 
wellness.
